Former deputy 
found guilty 
of sex offenses

A Greene County jury decided in 
less than an hour Wednesday to 
convict a former sheriffs deputy on 
charges of sexual abuse and inde- 
cent exposure involving incidents 
with two young boys. 

Former Greene County nct^n- 
witness officer Donald Ray Shaw 
faces up to one year imprisonment 
in- the same jail where he once 
worked on the second-degree sexual 
abuse and indecent exposure 
charges. 

During closing arguments, the at- 
torneys debated who was the victim 
— Shaw or the two boys who were 
10 and 13 years old when the inci- 



dents occurred. But the head of a 
local assistance agency said after 
the trial that people who try to help 
victims also were victimized. 

Having an officer who dealt with 
victims and witnesses charged with 
sex-related crimes embarrassed 
many people, Springfield Rape Cri- 
sis and Sexual Abuse Center Direc- 
tor Judy Compere said. 

Compere^ who worked on cases 
with Shaw, said the case points out 
that no arearof life is immune from 
sexual* abuse. Children have co be 
listened to when they report such 
incidents, she added.

"Any time a law enforcement officer is charged with a 
criminal offense, we worry a great deal about how it 
affects the public trust," Mountjoy said. 

The prosecutor and sheriff emphasized the alleged 
incidents weren't work- related. 

'There's no way that Sheriff Pierpont or anyone eise 
can know what individuals do on their own time," 
Mountjoy said. "How these matters are handled when 
they come to our attention is the most important factor. 
This particular case has been thoroughly investigated, 
and charges have been filed. It will be prosecuted as* any 
other case." 

Mountjoy said the Greene County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment is an excellent agency, and Pierpont "is a person 
and a sheriff of high integrity. These events should not 
cast any reflection on him or the sheriffs department as 
a- whole." 

Shaw went to work for the sheriffs office in 1984 and 
was named to his victim/witness post three years ago. 
Shaw's job included maintaining contact with crime 
victims, making sure they were kept up-to-date on the 
status of their cases and otherwise assisting victims and 
witnesses.
